Smith w^s Called from the restaurant 
by a man who had noticed that the 
trunk in her room had been ransacked 
When the wpman returned to the house 
she heard moans from Miss Ackers' 
room. 
An investigation discovered 
the woman bleeding.

- Correal cm of Wptala by Water. 
The peonliar statement is made by 
M. Bauohier in Le Revue Maritime et 
Coloniale that oorrosion of metals by 
water may be caused by the action of 
mionvorganisms present in particulnr 
barbors, but absent in the ooean. It ap­ 
pears' that the faot, as ascertained, of 
pure aluminium 
plates immersed in 
Norfolk BoadB beiug-badly corroded at 
the end of three months, 
while in 
France commercial aluminium subject­ 
ed to the same test was practically un­ 
touched, and two plates attached to the 
bottom of a ship were uninjured after a 
voyage around the world, led bim to in­ 
vestigate the sea water from 
different 
places, with the following results, as 
stated!: If introduced into boilers, the 
Mediterranean 
water, which 
contains 
more salt than the Atlantic 
water, 
causes more damage; so does the water 
taken from estuaries and near the shore, 
which contains a larger proportion of 
nitrates from fermenting 
organic mat­ 
ter. The destructive power of the shore 
water is much reduoed, however, if it 
be sterilized by means of boiling.
